A& Victim of a Fatal Accident 
White Inspecting Mining Prop- 
erty. 


Many mining men in this State will 
regret to hear of the death of E. A. 
Riotte, one of the best known mining 
engineers and metallurgists in this 
country, wh'ch took place recently at 
Thomasville, N. C. While engaged 
in the examination of the Herring 
mine at that place Mr. Riotts was 
thrown from a trestlework, receiving 
spinal injuries from which he died 
almost immediately.

which can be cut and loaded any- 
where, and the boiler stands abaft the 
center. “At the forward end are two 
twenty-four horse power cylinders 
working a shaft which bears a wheel 
outside the car at each end. By an 
endless chain the motion of ‘this 
wheel is transmitted to a larger one 
between the two main wheels, four- 
teen feet in diameter, which are 
driven by means of chains passing 
over the driving-wheel between. them. 
The main wheels are built like -a bi- 
cycle wheel, the spokes being alumi- 
num rods one-fourth of an inch in 
diameter. The tires of the main 
wheels are eighteen inches in diame- 
ter. The large wheels have no axles 
connecting with the car. Thge car 
rests on a shaft which passes through 
the driving wheels and the main 
wheels are connected hy a strong 
aluminum bar which supports the 
car and can revolve on the main shaft. 
The wheels could thus go over logs 
without elevating the car much, and 
the end of the bars bearing the front 
inain wheels can be hooked up read- 
ily, making a three-wheeled car, easily 
to turn around. 

The front end of the car rests on a 
single wheel, which turns readily in 
any direction. At the front. end isa 
drum, on which 800 feet of cable, to 
pull the car if necessary, or to pull ob- 
structions out of the way, can be 
wound by a small engine for the pur- 
pose. The bottom of the car is a water 
tank, while another water compart- 
ment surrounds the outside of the car. 
The interior is to provide living ac- 
commodations for twenty men. As a 


steamer the body of the car or “‘ land 
ship’’ resembles on its bottom a flat- 
boat or a scow schooner. A lever 
connects a propeller shaft with the 
machinery, and as the land shipclimbs 
down into the water and bogins to float 
the propeller sends it onward over the 
glassy surface of some crystal lake, 
rippled only by the awful hippopotami. 
If the water trip be long the land 
wheels can be taken off and laid on 
the roof. When wood is to be cut the 
prop.cller is slipped off its shaft and a 
little wood saw chews up fuel in no

Reno Chapter No. 7, R. A. M. 
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GATHERING MANNA, 


How the Varions Kinds Are Produced in 
Different Countries. 

The manna of commerce eomes 
chiefly from Sicily. Itis a sweet sub- 
stance, obtained from a small ‘tree 
which is known as the ‘Manna ash. This 
tree can be grown as far north as Eng- 
land, but in that country it yields no 
manna and is cultivated for ornament 
only. The manna is formed from the 
sap. ‘he trees are ready to be tapped 
at the age of eight years, when the 
stems have a diameter of about three 
inches.. The tapping is done by mak- 
ing cuts through the bark to the wood, 
the incisions being: one or two inches 
long and about an inch apart. 

The first. cut is made,at. the lower 
part of the trunk. The next day an- 
other cut is made just above the first, 
and so on, day after day, during the 
dry season. The next year the un- 
touched part of the stem is operated 
upon in the same way, and the practice 
\is continued in successive years till the 
tree is exhausted. 

The finest manna is that which is in- 
crusted around pieces of sticks or 
straws placed in the incisions. Flake 
manna is that which has hardened on 
the trunk. The inferior quality is 
from the lower incision. After its re- 
noval from the tree the manna is dried 
mn shelves. 

There are other plants that yield a 
similar product. The tamarisk of Ara- 
bia extdes from its branches a sub- 
stunce that becomes solid in the cool of 
the morning. This is known‘as tama- 
risk honey. The exudation is assisted 
by the puncture of asmall insect. It 
is said that this honey is described by 
native writers as:adew which falls 
upon the leaves of the tamarisk and 
other trees. 

‘he Persians gather a sort of manna 
from a leguminous plant. by oshak- 
ing its branches, or by picking the 
lcaves and gently beating them: over a 

loth. when dry. Throughout Persia 
ind Afghanistan naturally produced 
manna is harvested from different trees 


of both sexes : 


ind shrubs. Itis eaten by the people 
is @ sweetmeat, and is exported to 
{ndia. 

In Australia a sweet substance is ob- 
tamed By the natives from the sandal- 
wood. Itisa favorite article of food 
with them and with the colonists. ‘The 
manna gathered from the leaves of the 

ucalyptus is rather a product of in- 
«cts. The exudation of the sap is due 
to their puncturing of the leaves, and 
the same is supposed to be the origin of 
the manna which is collected from the 
twigs of certain species of oak. 

The notion of the Arabs that the 
manna was adew deposited upon the 
eaves of shrubs remind usthat we have 
the phenomenon of honey-dew on 
leaves of the elm in this country. It is 
to be observed on hot and dry days in 
August. The upper surface of the 
leaves becomes varnished with a solu- 
»yle sweet gum, much resorted to by in- 
sects in the morning. It hardens in the 
hot sun. This appears to be a true nat- 
iral exudition of sap from the leaves, 
‘aused by excessive heat. There is no 
indication of the leaves being. punc- 
tured; the visits of the insects are a re- 
sult, not a cause.— Youth's Companion.

PHOTOGRAPHY IN COLORS. 


A Frenchman Suggests a Simple Process 
—The Latest Wonder. 

The fixing in the camera of the mat- 
uralcolors of a picture has always been 
the philosopher's, stone of the photog- 
rapher, and ever ‘and anon the -state- 
ment is given out\that this much-de- 
sired goal has been attained, to be 
quickly followed by a description which 
goes to show how far from its promise 
the actual result of the supposed discov: 
ery really is. M. Lippmann has, how- 
ever, now put before the Rrench Acad- 
emy of Sciences a plan which, if the 
statements made concerning it are sub- 
stuntiated, will constitute a distinct 
step toward the solution of the problem 
of photographing objects in their nat- 
ural colors. 

The suggested process is very Simple, 
and involves the use of the ordinary re- 
agents. The sensitive film, during ex- 
posure, is floated on the surface of mer- 
ecury. Suppose, for instance, @ ray of 
blue light strikes the sensitive film, it 
will pass through and, being reflected 
from the surface of the mercury behind, 
will pass out through the film aga‘a in- 
terfering on its way with the incident 
ray. When the two rays are in the 
same phase their effects will be addi- 
tive, and the sensitive matter in the 
film will be strongly acted on. At a 


small distance farther on the two rays | 
‘will neutralize each other so that the 


film is there totally unacted on. In this 
way the thickness of the film js divided 
up into layers, on Which the light has 
acted, half a wave-length apart, and 
hehee when fixed and dried it may be 
considered as consisting of a number of 
thin plates of half the wave-length of 
blue light in thickness, and will, there- 
fore, give rise to a blue color when seen 
by reflected light, just as the thickness 
of a soap bubble gives rise to the colors 
seen in it. 

Owing to the-fact that the thickness 
of an erdinary film is’ many times the 
wave-length of a ray of light the colors 
obtained are said to be remarkably bril- 
liant. They are, moreover, perfectly 
fixed, and the prints have been exposed 
both to a powerful electric are light 
and to bright daylight without. any 
gigns of fading. It is. also found that if 
the prints are viewed by transmitted in 
place of reflected light each color is re- 
placed by its complementary one.
